Need a Den Mother in 
Your Pack? Here’s How 


If your Pack is a typical one you prob- 
ably found some familiar faces missing 
this fall at your Pack meetings due to 
boys graduating into Boy Scouting, and 
you probably found all kinds of eager 
new faces full of intense desire to become 
part of the “blue and gold.” Along with 
those departing faces went parents, and 
these new faces are also accompanied by 
parents. Here is a successful 4-step plan 
to replace those missing Den Mothers and 
organize that new Den of Cubs with 
adequate leadership: 


Group Selection 


(1) Have one of the mothers or fathers 
in the neighborhood call a meeting of 
other parents of Cub age boys in the 
neighborhood. 

(2) The Cubmaster or a Committee- 
man, Asst. Cubmaster or experienced Den 
Mother, who is well grounded in the 
“home centered” philosophy of Cubbing 
(re-read “Cub Guide Book” and “The Den 
Mother,” page 56 in the “Cubmaster’s 
Handbook”) meets with the parents and 
explains briefly the purpose and plan of 
Cubbing. Be sure they understand Den 
and Pack organization. Make sure that 
parents understand that it is up to them 
to decide who will be the Den Mother and 
Den Dad. If you ask each mother separat- 
ely to serve as Den Mother, too often each 
will say she is too busy. When all the 
parents are present they realize that they

Never let her feel she must 
work without help from you and others 
who have the “know how.” Be sure she 
has a supply of “Weekly Den Meeting 
Program” work sheets. Show her how to 
use the “Den Mothers Den Book.” 

(4) Many Packs find it a good proce- 
dure to review “The Pack’s First Two 
Months,” each fall when a large number 
of new boys, parents and leaders come in- 
to the Pack.
